The Milliken building has been renovated and improved by 
Mrs. Milliken, who generouBly incurred all expenses. The 
Secretary's office and halls throughout the main building are 
now brilliantly illuminated with the Welsbach incandescent 
lights, a donation from Mr. Bankson Taylor of the Gas Light 
Co. Back of the amphitheatre a fountain now stands, formerly 
in Gallier's Court, a gift from the Jesuit Fathers. It is a beau- 
tiful ornament to the grounds and of considerable value. The 
erection of a Home for .Nurses, at a cost of $50,000.00, supplies a 
necessary want. It is nearly ready for occupation aud is the 
gift of a philanthropist which marks an epoch in the history 
of this institution, ft will increase the efficiency of the nursing 
service as the trained corps can now be enlarged and distributed 
to all the wards. The change is gladly welcomed by the medical 
and surgical staff and by the Board, who long ago recognized 
the need of reforming the system without the means to correct 
it. Very effective work has been done in the pathological 
deportment in the examination of pathological specimens and 
in bacteriological researches. A commission, of which Drs. 
Pothier and Couret, the pathologists of the Hospital were mem- 
bers, after numerous experiments demonstrated the role of the - 
Sauarelli bacillus in the development of yellow fever and of its V 
propagation by the mosquito. Details of the work done in this 
department are fully reported by Br. Pothier. The pharma- 
ceutical department, iu charge of Mr. Taylor, is ably and econo- 
mically administered. Chemicals hitherto purchased are now 
prepared in his laboratory at a material reduction of cost. The 
engineering department, of which Mr. Ponder is chief, has been 
greatly extended to meel the increasing wants in supplying heat 
and water and providing for sewerage in the various annexes, 
and too much praise cannot be accorded him for his extremely 
valuable services aud the thoroughness of his work. The 
School for Nurses has been enlarged and temporary accommoda- 
tion provided. It is under the supervision of Miss Huyghe,

Attendance in the department of the Out-door Clinics show an 
increase of 2100 applicants for relief. Medical and surgical aid 
were given to a total of 31,164 new patients, and who required, 
further, 58,842 consultations for proper guidance in treatment. 

The Clinics have been satisfactorily conducted. The Bx- 
ieiue Students have exhibited great promptness and industry. 
The ueed of rearrangement by way of facilitating patients in 
waiting as well to the betterment of sanitary conditions, invites 
consideration. 

Efficiency in the Corps of our Ambulance Service has served 
a mission work in the exemplary of mercy that has inspired a 
confidence in this institution. The commendable pride and 
industry of our Resident Student Corps have enhanced the bene- 
fits of our emergency aids and general hospital service. IBM 
ambulance calls received a response by the corps iu a time 
average of 32.6 minutes, the largest list of calls since the inaugu- 
ration of the service.
